GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEiJjTH  SERVICES 


1.  Hospitals. 

The  Rural  District  is  served  by  hospitals  in  Totnes,  Dartmouth, 
Paignton,  Newton  Abbot,  Ashburton,  Torquay  and  Bittaford. 

2*  Laboratory  Service 

Laboratory  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
services  at  Exeter  and  Plymouth.  The  chemical  analysis  of  water  is 
undertaken  by  public  analysts  at  Exeter. 

3 •  General  Practitioner  Medical  Services. 

There  are  20  doctors  practising  in  the  combined  districts  who 
give  medical  care  under  the  National  Health  Services  Act  1946* 

4.  Mass  Miniature  Radiography 

Although  none  of  the  parishes  were  visited  by  the  Unit,  the 
usual  annual  visit  was  made  to  Totnes  during  November  and  also  a 
visit  to  Moorhaven  Hospital  where  patients  and  staff  were  able  to 
visit  the  unit*  Arising  from  these  two  visits  the  following  discoveries 
were  mades- 

1  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis* 

1  "  "  bronchitis  and  emphysema. 

1  "  "  acquired  cardiovascular  disease. 

2  cases  of  non-malignant  neoplasm. 

2  "  ”  diaphragmatic  abnormality

There  were  of  course  o there  more  minor  abnormalities  discovered  also. 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  well  in  hand  for  the  introduction 
in  1965  of  a  fortnightly  visit  to  all  towns  of  the  Mass  Radiography 
Unit. 

5»  County  Council  Health  Services. 

Under  the  National  Health  Services  Act  1946,  the  County  Council  provides 
the  following  services: 

Domiciliary  midwives,  home  nurses,  health  visitors,  supervisory  care  of 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under  five,  ambulance  services, 
vaccination  and  immunisation  procedures,  home  help  services  and  the  care 
of  persons  suffering  from  illness  or  mental  disorders  and  the  aftercare  of 
such  persons. 

Nine  district  nurse/midwives  work  in  the  district  together  with  four 
health  visitors  and  a  nursing  assistant  •  Child  welfare  clinics  are  held 
at  regular  intervals  at  South  Brent,  Stoke  Gabriel  and  Kingswear.

A  clinic  is  also  held  at  the  Adult  Education 
Centre,  Partington  on  the  3rd  Tuesday  afternoon  of  alternate  months 
beginning  in  Januaiy  of  each  year.

Three  out  of  the  four  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  within  one 
family  and  the  fourth  person  was  a  friend  of  the  family.  Salmonella 
typhimurium  was  isolated  from  the  samples  sent  from  these  four  people 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  A  close  surveillance  was  kept  on  these 
people  until  three  negative  samples  had  been  produced  from  each. 

An  isolated  case  of  paratyphoid  fever  also  came  to  my  notice  as  a 
result  of  a  hospital  notification.  The  patient  was  a  girl  of  13  years 
living  at  East  Comworthy.  No  other  case  either  in  the  girl's  family 
or  in  the  district  has  been  reported.  The  food  and  drink  consumed  by 
the  patient  between  her  return  from  school  and  the  beginning  of  her 
illness  was  in  all  cases  the  same  as  that  consumed  by  other  members  of  the 
households  in  which  she  lived.  No  profitable  line  of  enquiry  was 
suggested  by  her  history.  She  did  however  go  swimming  in  the  Dart  in  a 
spot  polluted  by  untreated  sewage  effluent  seven  days  before  the  onset  of 
her  symptoms.  This  was  possibly  the  source  of  her  infection. 

I  also  received  correspondence  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
Poole,  Dorset,  regarding  a  contact  of  typhoid  fever.  The  person  in  question  was 
a  young  lady  on  holiday  at  Churston  Ferrers  and  she  was  kept  under 
surveillance  and  remained  perfectly  well. 

2#  .Infectious  Diseases 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  slight.  While  modem 
preventive  methods  have,  to  a  large  extent,  eliminated  the  serious 
infectious  diseases  such  as  smallpox  and  diphtheria,  there  is  a  danger 
inherent  in  this  very  achievement.  This  is  that  the  general  public  may  be 
lulled  into  a  sense  of  false  security  and  may  neglect  to  avail  itself  of 
the  protective  vaccinations  which  have  brought  about  the  high  state  of 
immunity  which  the  country  now  enjoys.  There  are,  indeed  signs  that  this 
is  actually  occurring  in  some  places. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  has  occurred. 

The  vaccination  campaign  is  gaining  impetus  and  there  is  reason  to  believe 
that,  not  only  in  the  United  Kingdom,  but  throughout  the  world,  poliomyelitis 
is  beginning  to  lose  its  grip.  Now  that  protective  vaccination  is  so 
widely  available  it  cannot  be  too  strongly  urged  that  it  should  not  be 
neglected  by  adults.  Age  confers  no  immunity. 
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3 •  Detection  and  prevention  of  Tuberculosis 

As  in  former  years  Tuberculin  skin  testing  was  carried  out  on  all 
children  attending  primary  county  schools  in  the  district  and  also  on 
children  aged  13  years.  Thirteen-year-old  children  were  offered  -  when 
suitable  -  B.C.G.  vaccination  and  the  total  number  of  children  so 
vaccinated  in  the  Combined  Districts  was  213. 

4.  Smallpox  Vaccination* 

During  the  year  all  Medical  Officers  of  Health  throughout  the 
country  were  advised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  it  was  inadvisable 
to  vaccinate  infants  under  1  year  old.  This  is  a  departure  from  the 
usual  procedure  by  which  it  was  customary  to  offer  this  to  infants  of 
6  weeks  old  end  over.  This  still  provides  protection  until  the  child 
enters  school. 

It  is  essential  that  all  who  work  in  such  establishments  as  hospitals, 
laboratories  and  laundries  should  be  fully  protected  against  smallpox. 

This  also  applies  to  local  authority  staffs  and  ambulance  personnel 
who  may  come  into  contact  with  the  disease. 

5 •  International  Vaccinal-ion  Certificates 

International  certificates  of  vaccination  were  authenticated  during

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2*  Refuse 


Refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  disposed  of  at  five  tips  within  the 
district.  During  the  late  Summer  the  largest  collection  vehicle  was  off 
the  road  for  several  weeks  but  in  spite  of  this  set  back  the  collection 
prof  omme  was  maintained.  A  new  compression  vehicle  has  been  ordered 
and  is  expected  to  be  in  service  by  early  summer  next  year,  1965* 

Owing  to  lack  of  co-ope.Tat.ion  of  land  owners  in  the  parishes  East  of 
the  River  Dart  refuse  has  now  to  be  hauled  several  miles  for  disposal 
and  this  situation  leads  to  a  considerable  amount  of  overtime  being 
worked .  If  neighbouring  Authorities  are  in  a  position  similar  to 
ourselves  then  a  construe cive  discussion  concerning  the  installation 
of  improved  methods  of  disposal  could  be  a  possibility, 

3 •  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  the  village  of  Capton 
in  Dittisham  parish  was  completed  during  the  year,  A  scheme  has  been 
prepared  for  the  extension  of  the  overloaded  sewage  disposal  works  at 
Marldon  and  is  at  present  being  considered  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government.  The  details  of  the  new  Galmpton  disposal  works 
have  been  given  Ministerial  approval  and  tenders  will  shortly  be  invited. 
Dean  Prior  sewerage  scheme  has  also  received  approval  by  the  Ministry 
and  preparations  are  being  made  for  the  invitation  of  tenders.  Preliminary 
survey  work  for  Berry  Pomeroy  is  well  advanced. 

4*  Factories 

A  tabular  statement  is  given  in  Appendix  1  and  11. 

5*  Caravans 

There  are:- 

8  residential  sites  with  28  vans, 

4  holiday  sites  with  27  vans 
3  touring  sites  with  57  rans. 

All  sites  were  used  to  capacity  at  some  time  in  the  year.  The 
standard  of  hygiene  was  generally  good.  At  one  large  camp  trouble  was 
experienced  with  the  overflow  from  a  septic  tank.  In  extending  the 
so  aka.  way  the  effluent  gained  access  to  an  old  land  drain  which  communicated 
directly  to  a  stream.  Nuisance  was  caused  but  eventually  the  soakaway 
was  re-routed  and  the  nuisance  abated. 

6 •  Pest  eiad  Rodent  Cent rpl. 

The  shared  Operator  continued  to  survey  and  treat  as  many  properties 
Ps  ho  was  able.  Attention  was  also  given  to  the  Annual  Test  Baiting  of 
the  sewers  and  maintenance  treatments  1  and  11. 
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7 •  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

Some  of  the  premiser?  '•■o  which  this  Act  applies  were  visited  within 
the  year.  Apart  from  miner  items  such  as  lack  of  a  thermometer,  the 
general  provision  of  the  regulations  were  complied  with  and  consequently 
few  Notices  had  to  be  served.  It  would  appear  that  the  advance  publicity 
given  by  Her  Majesty's  Government  Departments  had  good  effect.
